"I appeal to this company, representing 


as it does th»"press of the United States, to 
see to tt that It l» made clear to the" public 
that thij contract ought to stand or fall by 
Us own tei-u.3, and that Its passage or de- 
feat ought Tipt to be affected In any regard 
by other amendments to the tariff law. 


"I think there is a general sentiment now 


In favor of revising the tariff,,, schedule by 
srhedule, and of making this revision de- 
pendent on oxact information as to each 
schedule gathered by Impartial investigators.

Several centuries before Christ the 


number seven had been a peculiarly 
favorite one. 
Agamemnon sought to 


conciliate Achilles with gifts of se\en 
tripods, seven towns, and se\L-u wom- 
en. 
The cannon o£ the Seven Won- 


ders has been handed down to us, 
practically unrevlsed, as an unadul- 
terated 
product of 
the 
Hellenistic 


third century B, C. The seven sages 
of Greece, Thales of Miletus, Pittacue 
of Mytllene, Bias of Prjcne, Solon of 
Athens, Cleobulus of Rhodes. Myson 
of Chen, and Chllon of Spatta, were 
all living in the firat b»lf of the sixth 
century B. C.
